postal telegraph. 
Speaker Carlisle states the Democratic 
position w ith great clearness. 
His views 
are especially im portant, in view of the 
great responsibility which will be plaeed 
upon his shoulders with the organization 
o: £te House. He believes in the im m e­ 
diate reduction of surplus revenues. Fie 
believes in reducing the taxes which pro­ 
duce these revenues by at least g$70,090,000 
annually. His Democratic followers gener­ 
ally take the same position. 
Of the few Democrats who have sided 
with Randall, and who are now in the 
city, McAdoo, Stahlneckcr, W ilkins, Mer- 
rituan and Lawler are quoted as experi­ 
encing a somewhat change of heart. The 
sentiment of the Northwestern Congress­ 
men is that free trade sentiment is growing 
in that section. 
Many Republicans agiee that something 
must be done with the tariff, though a few 
think that nothing will be done at this ses­ 
sion. Many ways of reducing the surplus 
are suggested. Quite a num ber of Con­ 
gressman, including Representatives of 
Mississippi, Indiana, Kentucky and Texas, 
favor a compromise—such as taking the 
tax off of tobacco and reducing the tax 
ou fruit brandies. The proposition to take 
the tax off whisky hardly finds a sup­ 
porter. The question of putting sugar on 
the free list finds some advocates, but 
mainly among Republicans. 
Louisiana 
Congressmen, to whom this is a vital ques­ 
tion, say their State is divided, the north­ 
ern portion being in favor of free sugar, 
and the Gulf section opposed to it. 
Democratic sentim ent is largely in favor 
of increasing the free list, adding to it salt, 
lum ber and the necessaries of life. Repre- 
s ntitive Bynum, of Ind'ana, thinks a good 
bill to reduce the tariff can be passed w ith­ 
out the support of Randall, and he adds 
that the Republicans of the W est and 
Northwest are beginning to feel that tin y 
cannot longer oppose such a measure with 
political safety.

Boston, November 29th.—A New York 
special to tbe Herald announces a great 
boom East in California railroad securities, 
the result of a big increase of business in 
that section. Their correspondent sums up 
the following as the result of his investiga­ 
tions aud examinations : ' 
“ The southern routes to California are 
doing a tremendous business in passenger 
traffic. 
It is unprecedented in the history 
of these roads. The passengers are gen­ 
erally tourists, but there are enough emi­ 
grants to warrant a boom in California 
as well ns increasing the future earnings ot 
the transcontinental lines. The Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe road, besides being 
blocked with freight, is almost blocked 
with passengers. 
Every first-class train 
goes out in three sections, aud it is a strong 
pull on the rolling stock of that company, 
let alone the engines that are pressed into 
the service. This movement is a heavy 
one, and formidable freight engines are 
used in the passenger traffi'c, and á new or­ 
der for 290 locomotives is being filled at the 
rate of three a day, and still they are not 
happy. The Southern and Central and Union 
Pacific roads are carrying 1,000 persons a day 
into California, which, with the other 
routes, increase the figures to 2,00(9 daily. 
This traffic will last three months, and at 
that rate 180,000 people will have been car­ 
ried to the Golden Gate. If one-third of 
them slop there the tariffs both to and from 
will De an unmistakable boom in the earn­ 
ings of these roads, which will bolster 
them up and make their stock worth sev­ 
eral points more than at present.” 
Concluding he says : “ The figures that I 
have given may appear exaggerated, but 
they are justified by the facts. 
I know of 
no stocks more sale for speculative pur­ 
poses, or to bold for dividends, than these 
same Pacific roads."

of anim ats and finally the crow ning dis­ 
covery was m ade in th e finding of a por­ 
tion of a m an ’s skelton of gigantic size, 
consisting of the skull and a portion of the 
vertebr.e. T he teeth are enorm ous and are 
in a perfect state of preservation.

A s this proposition originate^ ^vith (¡,e 
Im provem ent Association, am} has. alter a 
thorough and repeated d isu a sió n , secured 
th e approval of all w ho r,aVe participated 
therein, and as th e 'association is th o r­ 
, n rtaly convinced <,f the great benefits, 
direct an d in d irect.'.n at will b esecuredto the 
com m unity by establishing such a m arket 
at the proposed site—it lia3 been thought 
advisable to ¿ssue an address setting forth 
he considerations w liichhave led th e Asso­ 
ciation to recom m end so large an outlay o f 
public funds. 
T h e sh ip m en t by rail of fresh fruit and 
vegetables from California to h asten) pointr 
is a business w hich has already reached 
very large dim ensions, and exhibits a ten ­ 
dency to expand indefinitely, prom ising to 
becom e a principal branch of our external 
Walii: and t s:« in g an in dustry in w hich 
a very large proportion o f our population 
is directly interested. Sacram ento, by rea­ 
son, of its situation an d railroad connec­ 
tions, hat;, tip to th e present tim e, been u n ­ 
able to seer re the h u lk of th is business; 
but th e facilities for th e sale, handling and 
trans-shipm ent of this class of product— 
already inadequate— threaten to become 
m ore attd m ore insufficient as tiie business 
increases, and unless this deficiency is 
rem edied there is danger of a diversion of a 
lar. a p art of the traffic to other points, 
w hereas, by tim ely provision of th e facili­ 
ties required to m eet its dem ands we can 
n o t only m aintain or.r prevent suprem acy, 
b ut draw to ourselves even a larger propor­ 
tion of th e trade than we now enjoy. 
A public m arket 011 the north side of I 
street, extending from 
T hird 
to F ifth 
streets, convenient as it would be to the 
business portion of the city on one side, and 
th e railroad tracks on the other, w ould af­ 
ford the needed facilities. 
It would also 
prove of great convenience to sellers and 
buyers ot all products o f the field, orchard 
anil vineyard. 
F or these reasons, w hich, for the sake of 
brevity, we are com pelled to set forth in 
very general term s, it is the opinion of the 
Im provem ent Association, and especially 
of the com m ittee of business m en w ho had 
th e m atter under consid. ration, that the 
establishm ent of such a m arket is in itself 
—and w ithout reference to any indirect or

heaps of rubbish, litter and garbage accu­ 
m ulated on the banks of th e slough and 
aroum l the rickety an d tum ble dow n sh an ­ 
ties of Chinatow n, and the reeking cesspool 
of the slough itself, foul w ith every sort of 
contam ination, are not only disgusting— 
they are horrifying: for it can readily be 
seen, th at offensive as they are to the senses, 
these accum ulations of filth are even m ore 
a m enace to out- health and safety. 
T hey 
are nothing less than a hot-bed for the pro­ 
pagation and dissem ination of any pesti­ 
lential disease th at m ay happen to secure a 
foothold am ong us, besides being of seri­ 
ous detrim ent to the health of all residents 
of th e vicinity and of the large num ber of 
em ployes at th e railroad shops, whose 
avocations necessarily expose them to the 
noxious em anations of C hina Slough dur­ 
in g every w orking day. 
If the proposal to condem n and im prove 
th e eight lots on the north side of "I, bc- 
tw een T hird and F ifth streets is carried 
into effect, the first result w iil be the re­ 
m oval of the tw o long rows of Chinese 
tenem ents, tiie rear of w hich is now pre­ 
sented in full view to every Eastern arri­ 
val. T he next result will be that the slough 
no longer receiving the filth from the deni­ 
zens of these unw holesom e and crowded 
tenem ents, 
will 
become 
com paratively 
clean and inoffensive, even if it is allowed 
to rem ain unfilled. 
B ut we have the assur­ 
ance that w hen these lots becom e (he prop­ 
erty of th e city, and th e city will under­ 
take h er share of the work, the railroad 
com pany will fill the portion of the slough 
belonging to it. 
So th at betw een the city 
and the radroad com pany the whole of it 
w ill be reclaim ed and im proved. 
These are the argum ents in favor of the 
proposition. T he only objection we have 
heard to it is the cost, aad increase of tax a­ 
tion involved in it. 
T he Im provem ent Association ha 3 not 
bean unm indful of this obligation. To raise 
th e sum required will necessitate the addi­ 
tion of 50 cents on the .$100 to the tax levy, 
w hich m eans the addition of $5 taxes on 
every $1,000 assessed valuations of prop­ 
erty. A nd as th e Association is composed 
of taxpayers they fully appreciate the sac­ 
rifice involved in carrying out th eir plan. 
B ut they are convinced that the m oral and 
m aterial advantages reasonably to be ex­ 
pected from the m easure will far m ore than 
repay the cost. 
So as far as our inform a­ 
tion goes tiie larger taxpayers are in favor 
of th e proposition. 
But it is asserted that 
the sm aller property holders are against it. 
\Ve sincerely hope this is not so, or at least 
th at w hen the m atter has been/airly and 
m ore fully considered it will cease to be so. 
Laboring m en and m echanics are especi­ 
ally interested in any m easure w hich in ­ 
volves additional work and opportunities 
for em ploym ent and certainly this does, 
an d all of us are interested in preserv­ 
ing the heaitn and good nam e of the citv 
w here our lot is cast. 
W e have heard it insinuated th at a job 
is covered up iu this proposition, consist­ 
ing in a schem e to pay fancy prices to the 
various lot ow ners on the proposed site. 
So far from such a schem e being in ­ 
tended, the di sign of the Association and 
th e city authorities is to proceed to con­ 
dem n the site as for a public use, and to 
get the lots at the lowest sum for which 
they can be appraised. 
T he lowest valuation put upon the eight 
lots is $jq.ou0 , but it is anticipated th at 
they will cost m ore than that figure, ex­ 
clusive of the necessary costs of the pro­ 
ceeding. 
The filling in of the lots is esti­ 
m ated at from ten to twenty-five thousand 
dollars, according as it shall be done by 
steam dredgers or by teams. 
It is hoped th at the cost and reclam ation 
of the site tosy fall w ithin $40,000, so that 
$10,000 m av be left for th e construction of 
necessary buildings. 
Finally, it is certain th at the m oney e x ­ 
pended in the purchase and im proveinent 
of these lots would in no event be lost. 
T he properly w ould alw ays be w orth its 
cost, and probably m uch m ore th an its cost 
in a very few v^ars.
